NAZI TERROR AFTER 22 DAYS: 


‘WHOLE CITY IN R 


- London, To-day: ' 


AFTER 22 DAYS OF HEROIC defence against hope- 
‘less odds, Warsaw. has surrendered to the Ger- 


man army. . 


News of. the surrender was conveyed in a radio 


broadcast from the battered Polish capital and] 


received in London at 6 o'clock last evening. 
The message said the defenders had: accepted the 
‘inevitable as the defence could no longer be 
maintained with the whole city'in ruins. 


An armistice is now in progress, | 


and the final terms of surrender are 
being discussed by representatives of 
the Polish and German armies. The 
terms will be honourable ones, ays 
Worsaw. - 

The message announcing " the 
surrender sald that the water and 
olectricity aupniies had boerr de- 
stroyed, and all publile utilities put 
out of action. 

. ‘The. defenders were eauine short 

of ammunition, and no early help 

could be exnected from the Allies. 
RESISTANCE USELESS . 

The military authorities, therefore, 
had come to the conclusion that. fur- 
there resistance was useless, oS it 
would bring with it Pelcore® and 
disease. 

History would record that no 
olty had ever been more qaltant- 
ly defended or more ruthtessly ate 
tacked, 

One of the last messages sent out 
by the defenders was one addressed 
to the town of Verdun, where the 
french put up such a heroic resistance 
to the Germans in the Great: War. 

The messaae thanked the Mayor 
of Verdun for a message of en- 
couragement and admiration he 
had sent to the Lord Mayor of 
Warsaw.—Reuter. -

Since the outbredk of 
war practically the entire United 
Kingdom war risk business has .been 
transacted by the War Risks Insur- 
ance Office in London set up by the 
Board of Trade under the provisions 
of the War Risks Insurance Act 1939. 
The present. War Risks Insurance 
Office rates are:— 

Via Mediterranean 4%. 
Via The Cape 34%% 

Insurance Companies rates which 
are set up by the Institute of London 
Underwriters (and not in Hong Kong) 
are based upon information collated 
in London from all sources upon 
which the degree of risk can be as- 
sessed. 

‘It must not be overlooked that for 
voyages ‘to and from ‘ the United 
Kingdom !t is open to merchants to 
use the. Government scheme, and 
companies are anxious to assist them 
to do- so; as they prefer not to be 
interested in such a hazardous Habil- 
ity: as -present day war risk presents.
